But, he said today 
he intends to do simething about 
high meat p rices keep ing his cus­ 
tomers on a steady diet of ham­ 
burger. 
A young Navy veteran who p artici­ 
p ated in landings at Saip an, Guam, 
Pelelteu and Leyte, Easterbrook an­ 
nounced p lan- to s« » l meat at whole­ 
sale cm a ration p lan. 
Each family wth b* a lowed to buy 
up to $10 worth of meat at whole­ 
sale each week for a service charge 
of $1.25 to comp ensate him for cut­ 
ting and handling it. They p ay the 
$1.25 whether they buy the full 
?10 worth .or not- 
The normal p rofit on retail meat 
is 36 or 40 p ercent, he said. 
“But if I get 100 customers to 
sign up , I’ll be quite hap p y with 
my $125 a week as comp ensation for 
my trouble,” Easterbrook exp lained. 
“Too many families are eating 
hamburger and cheap er cuts be­ 
cause, of the high p rice of meat,” 
he went on. “Many families, esp e­ 
cially large ones have had to cut 
their p urchases almost in half be­ 
cause of the steady increase in meat 
p rices.”

In winter, when co ld* are prev a­ 
lent, germs fro m the nasal p as s e s 
are likely 
to trav el up the tube 
which co nnects the ears with the 
threat and set up a seco ndary infec­ 
tio n in seme part o f the car. 
These germs are usually o f the 
v ariety kno wn as gram-po etttee o r­ 
ganisms. 
P o llu ted W ater 
During the summer, because that 
is the seaso n fo r o pen-air bathing, 
tar 
icie&Uan is usually acquired 
fro m witho ut by co o tact with po l­ 
luted water during swimming. 
The tro uble-makers in these cases 
are o f the gram-negativ e kind. 
One type is Just as dangero us as 
the o ther; gram-negativ e and gram- 
po sitiv e refer o nly to the metho d we 
hav e o f staining the garms so that 
they can be seen under the micro ­ 
sco pe. 
Ho wev er, germs in the two cat- 
go ries are different in that the sul­ 
fo namide drugs and penicillin will 
attack and kill the 
gram-po sitiv a 
germs. 
The gram-negativ e germs 
are no t to o well co ntro lled by these 
drugs. 
Enco uraging Results 
Recently, ho wev er, 
Drs. Merrill 
B. Hayes and C. Fremo nt Hall hav e 
o btained mo st enco uraging results 
in 
treating 
Infectio ns caused by 
gram-negativ e germs with a drug 
with a lo ng and 
fero cio us name, 
dlbro msallcylaldehyde. 
Since o ne infectio n seems to pre­ 
pare the gro und fo r ano ther, pa­ 
tients with an o ld ear Infectio n, o r a 
chro nic running ear, are likely to be 
harbo ring germs o f bo th v arieties. 
Tlius, the treatment used in this 
co nditio n was directed at bo th kinds 
o f o rganisms.

Injectio n Into Muscle 
Such patient* were giv en penicil­ 
lin by injectio n into muscle ev ery 
three ho urs until the gro m-po aitiv e 
germs disappeared. The attack was

In mo st instances, relief 0{ th 
sympto ms to the ex ternal ear canal 
infectio n cleared up within twenty- 
to ur ho urs, and the diso rder » as 
cleared ud co m pletely within o ne to 
fo ur weeks. 
In cases o f chro nic running ear 
it may require up to 2 H months 
o f -treatment to o v erco me the dis­ 
o rder. 
Cleanliness Impo rtant 
Ex treme cleanliness is the first 
requisite o f treatment and. in some 
instances, merely keeping the ear 
dean will cause the infectio n to 
clear up fo r the time being at least 
In deep-seated infectio ns, perma­ 
nent cure canno t be ex pected unk« s 
the germs are o f the type which 
penicillin will ro ut, since they sre 
so deeply entrenched that they can 
o nly be,reached by a substane?, that 
can be carried to the ear through 
the blo o d stream. 
Thus, the success o r failure of a 
treatment fo r ear infectio ns de­ 
pends cm the germs respo nsible and 
their lo catio n.

1. A special three-judge federal 
court will hear the CIO National 
M aritime union argue that the la­ 
bor act’s provisions which require 
unions to file non-Communlst oaths 
and financial reports are unconsti­ 
tutional. 
<17 1 is is the main court action— 
almost the only court action—yet 
launched with the purpose of over­ 
throwing any part of the law en- 
tcted J une 23 r 


2. A TRIAL EXAMINER for the 
National 
Labor 
Relations 
board 
(NLKB) will straighten out some 
com plex legal questions in the news­ 
paper publishers case against the 
AFL International 
Typographical 
union. 
<Thls case, involving around 1,000 
newspapers, is the only nation-wide 
prosecution yet begun on charges 
of -unfair labor practices” by a 
union under the new law.) 
Heie is the background of the 
Maritime union's lawsuit; 
The Taft-Hartley act requires a 
union to file certain financial in­ 
formation, and its officers to sign 
n on - Communist oaths, before the 
union can get any protection or 
help from the NLRB. 
The union’s lawyers will seek to 
prove that those provisions are un­ 
constitutional 
on 
the 
following 
grounds. 


THAT THEY violate the first 
amendment 
to 
the 
constitution, 
which contains a guarantee of free­ 
dom of speech and assembly. 
That they violate the 5th amend­ 
ment, which says no person shall be 
deprived of liberty or property with­ 
out due process of law. 
The provisions were not in the 
power of the federal government 
to enact, because of the 9 th and 10th 
amendments. 
The 9 th amendment says, “ the 
enumeration in the constitution of 
certain rights shall not be construed 
to deny or disparage others retained 
by the people.” 
The 10th amendment says, “ the 
powers not delegated to the United 


States by the constitution, nor pro­ 
hibited by it to the states, are re­ 
served to the states respectively, or 
to the people.” 
The lawsuit grows out of an NLRB 
election at two great lakes shipping 
companies to determine what union 
will represent the employees. The 
National Maritime union was kept 
olf the ballot because it has not 
filed the financial information or 
non-Communist affidavits. 


THE PANEL which will hear the 
case is composed of two U. S. court 
of appeals judges, Wilbur K. Miller 
and Elijah B. Pettyman, and one 
U. S. district court judge, Bolltha 
Laws. 
In the other case, the Interna­ 
tional Typographical union and its 
national officers are accused of com­ 
mitting four unfair labor practioes 
on 20 different counts. They have 
denied the chargee. 
Ranged against this union of 86,- 
000 printers are the American News­ 
paper Publishers association, two 
other publisher groups, and Robert 
N. Denham, the NLRB general 
counsel. 
One of the main charges is that 
of seeking to impose new “ closed 
shop" arrangements on many pub­ 
lishers despite the anti-closed shop 
clause in the Taft-Hartley law. (Un­ 
der a closed shop, only union mem­ 
bers can work in a given plant.)

FRANKFURT, Dec. 16—American 
observers predicted today Western 
Germany would begin to take shape 
as an interim state, union or con­ 
federation almost immediately as a 
result of the collapse of the Big 
Four talks in London. 
German political leaders of the 
economically-merged 
British 
and 
American zones already are pre­ 
pared for such a development, and 
are expected to take the initative 
in trying to bring it about. 
The groundwork will be laid a t a 
meeting*of representatives of West­ 
ern Germany’s two major parties— 
the right wing 
Christian 
Social 
Union and the left wing Social Dem­ 
ocrats—who assembled here today 
to draft definite proposals for the 
formation of a government. 
“ In the face of the results of the 
London conference,” said one prom­ 
inent member of the Christian 
Democratic party, “ we must now 
go ahead. We can do nothing else. 
Western Germany’s economic crisis 
—her 
/uture as a 
vital part of 
Western Europe—deipands that we 
unite Western Oermany.” 
Thy Germans are awaiting only 
a go-ahead signal from the Allied 
military authorities. It is expected 
by many observers that the go-ahead 
may be given them Friday or Sat­ 
urday when Gen. Lucius D. Clay, 
American

governor,

scheduled to visit Frankfurt ¡for a 
meeting of the Bizonal economic 
council. 
Clay and Gen. Sir Brian Robert­

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Strader Defends 
Nazis On Trial 


DACHAU, Germany. Dec. 16 — 
Capt. Paul D. Strader. Jr. of Sa­ 
lem, Ohio, who is with the Daehau 
detachment of the 7708 War Crimes 
group is presently assigned chief 
of the defense counsel for Dr. Georg 
Johannes Rlckhey. former director 
general of the Nasi underground 
v-i and V-2 bomb factory and 18 
other former high officials of toe 
plant. 
All 19 of the suspected war crim­ 
inals are charged with using Amer­ 
ican and Allied prisoners, who were 
interned at the notorious Nord- 
hausen concentration camp, rite of 
the bomb factory, as slave laborers 
and of mistreating, starving, tor­ 
turing, and killing many thousands. 
Chief means of killing is said to 
have been by hanging. The killings 
are alleged to have taken place when 
a prisoner was no longer able to 
work and his useful]ness ended. 
Captain Strader is a graduate of 
iSalem High school. He studied law 
at the Ohio State university later 
taking up the practice of law in 
Salem . 
He joined the army as a private 
in 1941 and after bane training at­ 
tended 
the 
Officers 
Candidate 
school at Fart Knox, Xy., and upon 
graduation «as commissioned a sec­ 
ond lieutenant In cavalry in 1942. 
Captain Strader served overseas 
during combat talcing part in the 
Rhineland and Central European 
campaigns and subsequently re­ 
turned home to the states where 
he returned to the practice of law. 
He was recalled to active duty in 
May 1947 to serve with toe Judge 
Advocate General’s department and 
was assigned to toe 7708 War Crimes 
group. 
Mrs. Strader and their 15 month 
old son Claude are with him resid­ 
ing in Dachau Germany.
